DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims 1-12 and 19-23 drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in the reply filed 1 1 April 2005. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP 

§ 821.01. 

2. Claims 1-12, 14, 15 and 19-23 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention/species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the 
reply filed on 1 1 April 2005. 

3. Claim 13 link(s) more than one species. The election of species requirement among the 
linked species is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 13. Upon the 
allowance of the linking claim(s), the election of species requirement as to the linked species 
shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including all the limitations of 
the allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the instant application. 
Applicant(s) are advised that if any such claim(s) depending from or including all the limitations 
of the allowable linking claim(s) is/are presented in a continuation or divisional application, the 
claims of the continuation or divisional application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a 
restriction/election of species requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 44 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See 
also MPEP § 804.01. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 13, 16-18 and 24-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 5,833,652 to Preissman et al. 

Preissman et al. disclose a device having a first lumen 12, a second lumen (proximal end 
of the inner lumen), an exit orifice 16, and a mixing chamber (portion of inner lumen with pores 
14). See Figures 1 and 2. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 21 February 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues a portion of the Preismann reference that is not relied upon by the 
Examiner in the rejection shown above. Applicant relies on Figures 3 through 5 A (Remarks 21 
February 2006, p. 6, lines 8-12) as the basis for his argument, but the rejection is based on 
Figures 1 and 2. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) is hereby SUSTAINED.
